p these doubts, which are dundamental, be represented

to those audiences an even less convincing am thinnger story than 
it carried to its metropolitan aucicnce. Unguestionably the fact 
that the show is in the Netional Gallery will help ti give it a good na 
press and thus to spread its message to a wide audience - to a 
consi erable part of the 40 million. This may be achieved am yet 

the exhibition and its message, even when hotted up by the Press, will 


remain thin am conditioned by its birthplace. 


All of this argument can be countered, to their satisfaction, by 
those who sincerely believe in the rule of the wise men. Xussolini 
was a wise man when he drained the Pontine marshes, and Hitler when 
he planned the Nazi lanc settiement schemes, but something more than 
that if wanted by a modern democratic state in which planning must 
be drawn from the consciousness of the people, and made expressive 
of popular needs by way of popular control. : 

The only wise exhibition policy will be more mocest. I1t will 
assume, as imieed exhibition designers constatniy claim that they 
do assume, that the first task is to stimulate mass consciousness, to 4 
make mass opinion articulate. This is a bigger task than "seéling a 
something to the public". A National planning exhibition has a 
bigger task than that. An exhibition technique that is just sales- 
manship, even if comiucted with admirable discretion and sympathy, 


will produce ephemeral results amd a mass consciousness that is not 


self-controlled (moralists note the moral implication of that), but 


one that is externally stimulated and can only be maintained by exter- 


plied pressure.

Far back in the minds of hundreds of intelligent people is the 
belief that the »orld can be improved, or in more modest terms, a 
country or city or house can be improved by helping forward the 
"technological revolution", - that progress can be achieved by 
technical reforms. <A half loaf is better than nm bread. KExperience 
has shown a hundred times over that not only is a policy of piece- 
meal technical reforms intolerably slow, but that a reformist policy 
is a,t to cause more troubles than it cures, though because the 
troubles are often in somewhat different sect:ons of National life 
they ere unnoticed. One man clears his rubbish by throwing it 
into the neighbour's garden. The effluent from a factory poilutes 
the streams of half a country. 

One clearance scheie may produce not one only but several new 
slums - and we wemember Stockton-on-Tees. Shipbuilders! Security 
Limited destroyed Jarrow, the detached technical reform of railway 
development created slums. The technical control of railway rates, 
curbing an uncisciplined tech:ical improvement, eventually atro- 
phied the imagineation and possibility of further technical improve- 
ments in railway service. The technical reform of London Transport 
produced a system which, as Mr. Pick has said, could only survive 
financially secure by forcing the London population up to 12 millions. 


That is not the way progress can be achieved. Also, am perhaps — 
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more fun amentally, it is impossible to provide Al houses for 
CS incomes. 

Can any person who has been associated with architectural 
exhibitions in recent years suggest that they have seriously 
affected public opinion? Close anaiysis will show that the best 
exhibitions have been remarkably successful in achieving objectives 
"on the side", Thus the R.I.B.A. Exhibitions were good professional 


advertisements, amd all shows of this Kim are more or less success- 


ful as advertisements of the "wise men" class. There is no harm in tmx 
this, except in so far as success "on the sice" diverts from the main mm 
ob jective of any exhibition here am now which is to ecucate am sti- 
mulate the consciousness of the mass oi: the people into activity. 
Almost one might say that the more the ail consuming inteliigeme 
of the wise man is advertised, while the fundamenteais of political 
and social action are left untackled, the more the mass will be 
purxkigax encouraged to leave it to the wise men, which is either 
Fascisi or france. 

Let the Exhibition organisers ask themselves if they sin- 
cerely think these shows successful in rousing mass action am not 


merely "mass interest". Can they back their thoughts that the 


mass action in favouw of planning has followed an exhibition? What 
less that the stimulation of mass action or more mildly mass con 


viction can serve our present needs. 


If the answer is that the exhibitions have been successful 


on Sar 
but the success has not had the time to show up, what length of 
time can we afford now? 


Put baldly - the usual exhibition policy fails in its appeal 


to the mass oi the people, am the story it tells is one that, 


even if it succeeded in getting across, could only result in 


the contimuation of reformist policies applied oligarchically. 


There are several possibilities for Exhibitions whicn will do soge- 
thing to stimukate activity am real lively opinion among the 40 


mnilLiions. 


Lé Instead of "national" exhibitions concentrate on Local, Class 
and Occupational exhibitions. 


The point in this is to give each exhibition a clearly defined 
target. It is clearly easier to taik convincingly to, say, 
the people of one town or defined geographical or political 
region than to a mixed audience of southerners, northerners 
and Velshmen. Similarly it is easier to taik to one-class 
suciemees because their sympatsies will tend to move in con 
cert as will those of men and women of one occupational group. 


An example of a group which contains elements of all three, 
locality, class am occupation unities is the potential 
audience of Welsh miners. 


It must be better to achieve souething with a limited 
group than to get nowhere with a limitless audience. 


The whole story can be given a kick by. reference to ex- 
perience, which it has been suggested above, is the oniy door 
to progress. There is ample means of objectifying amd clari- 
fying the personal amd historical experience of fishermen, 
ironfounders, clergymen or housewives, - to take some exam- 


ples from the occupational froups, or the salient classes of 
British society. 


The exhibition can be given accurate am startling reality 

by reference to the war-work of the occupational groups. 

"This is what you are doing now....this is how you are livin | 
NpWeeeeetlLS is what you are worth to the country now..." 3m 
"Where will you be living, what will you be doing, how much 
will you be worth to the country afterwards?" "Don't you 

care? you're too busy to care?....look what happened to the 
people who dimd't care way back in 1914..." 


A new time exhibition could be directly associated with 
production. "You plan your garden..." "you plan your trades 


union activity..." "you organise (plan) your own factory... 
or don't you?" 


Re Every exhibition, whether an exhibition of the type of the 
Living in Cities show or of some new type more adjusted from 


\ from the start to the local, occupational end class gr-ups, 
should be put over in the places where it is shown with far 
more regard to the seaiient needs of the actual community. 
There should be guick am cereful emuiry mece to reveal 
which sections of the local population ere, in fact, the most 
significant, the most influential am most critically affected 
by the exhibition. (This last remark means effected by the 
potential results of the exhibition, not merely by? the 
exhibition as a variety of art show).

the general publicity about the exhibition must be framed in 
accordance with the findings of this enquiry. It is no use 
seming thousands of leaflets in the «rong cirection or 
wording them without exactly as much care as had been expemed 
on the titiing of the show itself. The same care mu-t be taken) 
in getting openers, chairmen am lecturers. The suggestion 
has been made that a good reason for holding the exhibitions 
in the local art galleries is thatthe galleries exist and need 
the support which a good show can give. This may be true 
but it is one of those reasons "on the side" which, if regar- 
ded too much can wreck all chances of attaining the reai ends 
of the exhibitions. The shows are surely intemed to achieve 
something bigger than the bolstering up of art gaileries wv 
however important that may be. 


On There is a possibility which has not yet been tried out here 
of having exhibitions inthe streets. This would obviously 
mean the con: truction of special screens but that is a small 
thing to do. ‘The sereens would be set up outsi e the fac- 
tories, at bus termimses, in pleces such as the Centre 
at Bristol through which more peo,le pass on foot or while 
away pert of their day in any one how than, probacly, ever 
are persuaced into the art gallery ina week.

At the Regional Inforization Officers! Conference of December 6th, 
Sir Kenneth Clark outlined a plan wnder consideration at Headquarters 
for staging Exhibitions in the Regions. 


This plan is set out in detail belo, but a final edition will not 
be issucd wmtil Regional Information Officers have furnished their comments 
on the points listed in para.. 15.

3. PART I. SCHEIE FOR SWALL PORTABLE EXHIBITIONS (1.AINLY PHOTOGRAPHIC) 


It is proposed to produce six exhibition subjects curing the course 
of a year, to be circulated to the Regions every two months. 


The scheme provides for two types of exhibitions. 


a. Ties  A' 

SCREEN SETS comprising approximately twelve lircht folding or stacking 
unit screens of two or three different dimensions which, arranged together 
will form a set exhibition of island stands and tables,, These screens 

are portable and adjustable and can therefore “be shovm under widelf varying 
conditions of space, and can be adapted, with different backerounds, and a 
few set pieces, to special occasions. The whole of the twelve umits will 
normally be used, but on occasion fewer could be grouped. These sets are

The above exhibition is being held at the Public 


Library, Putney. Itm was placed in a corridor about thirty x 
yards long whtch led from the Library entrance to the Library 
rooms. The exhibition consisted of a number of cardboard 
posters tacked xasksd onto one of the walts of the corridor; the 
other wall had notice boards for public notices and library 
books, and also rooms leading off containing the Citizens Advice 
Bureau, Food Office and other lécal organizations. It appears 
therefore that little provision was made for this exhibition 
other than removing a few odd pictures from one wall of théz 
corridor. | 

The posters themselves consisteds of photogravhs 
divided by @ text. Bach poster had two photographs with the 
text in between and were of varying colours. The countries 
represented by the posters were:- Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, 
Norway, Holland, Belgium, Free France, Yugoslavia, and Greece, 
and they were placed in order of their fall to German domination. 
Each country had five posters, or ten photographs. These 
Photographs showed scenes of life in the armies, air forces and 
Navies of the above countries before they were overrun by 
Germany and also scenes of members of these forces training or 
working IinjEngland or with the Allied Forces. The text on 
the posters was made up»of a short description off the characters 
istics of each particular country and how each country was 


invaded by the ‘barbarious German army', but how, because of 
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Free Europe's Forces Exhibition 2248-41. 
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the ‘undaunted spirit’, "quiet stubborness’ of the people, they 
would rise again to be free peoples. 

The exhibition was produced by the Ministry of 
Imformation and the text was by xis G. Oswell. In a conver- 
sation with the Inv. the Library Assistant had the following to 
say: 

"The posters were sent down by the Ministry of Imformation. 

I don't think many people come especially to look at (tt, but a 
number have a look at them as they are passing through. I 
haven't seen any announcement about it in the papers, but we have 
a notice about it in the entrance." 
Later the Inv. walked round Putney itself in order to see if he 
could find any notices of the exhibition and also to find out 
how much the peopbe thereknew about the exhibition. Although 
the Inv, coverad the majority of the main streets of Butney, he 
was unable to find any trace of a notice anywhere regardine the 
exhibitione He also noted that there were no posters outside 
the Library itself about the exhibition. Of the people in 
Putney, out of twenty-five questioned, twenty-two knew nothing 
about it at all, two did know about it and one had heard some=- 
thing about ite 

As the Library Assistant had said, few people 
came especially to see the exhibition. Whilst the Inv. was 
there he did not see anyone who came to the Library for the 
exhibition only. People who did have a look at the photographs 
did so casually as they passed to and from the library itself. 


Je 
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No one looked at all the photographs,as an exhibition, but only 
at an odd one or two which attracted their attentione About 
130 people an hour passed up and down the corridor, and of these 
about 20 stopped to look at the posters. Among this twenty a 

number were young boys. The Inv. talked to some of the people 


who stopped and the following are some of the conversations that 


he had:

The exhibition, as an exhibition was a failure 
as it achieved no end and did not appear to have any ebject in 


view, but as a group of photographs for people to glance at as 


they were passing by, it was a fair success.

‘This process is repeated until the silo is full, when it 
must be “topped” to make it airtight and weatherproof. 
This is a brief description. ‘The instructors named in the list 


overleaf ‘will supply full detatls and advice free of charge. 


THE PROOF 

During season 1940 many farmers made Silage by modern 
‘methods for the first time and were very pleased with the 
results. 

One hundred and seventy samples were taken from silage 
made last season in the West Midlands and Wales. ‘They were 
analysed by the Agricultural Chemists at a number of official 
technical service centres. 

Out of these one hundred and seventy samples, eighty-nine, 
or more than half, came within the cake substitute class; that 

is to say the silage could be fed to replace imported protein 
cake. 

It should be remembered that frequently last season con- 
ditions prevented the making of silage at the best stage of 
growth.

SILAGE 


How to Make and Feed it 


There will be a grave shortage of feeding stuffs next winter. 
grow most, if not all, of the food required by their animals. 
be made in quantities hitherto unthought of in this country. 


Farmers must 
Silage will have to 


First quality silage ts made by the molasses method from young grass, clover or 
lucerne. Young grass cut in spring or autumn, and the aftermath from hay, 
give a silage best suited to replace corn and cake. Each acre of good pasture will 
yield about 3 tons of silage per cutting, or more if well manured. This will 
replace 4 ton of dairy cake, and, fed along with medium hay or other forage crop 
for maintenance, will supply all the requirements of a milking cow during winter. 


Second quality silage has a higher value than hay, though not quite high enough 
to replace a balanced concentrate. It is made from good grass or seeds mixtures, 
cut a week or two before the stage at which such crops are usually mown for hay. 


Third quality silage will replace hay. It is made from grass which has reached 
the hay stage, or from arable crops such as oats and vetches, cut when the oats are 


also belongs to this class. 


Neither second nor third quality silage 
needs molasses, which should only be 
used for making first quality silage. 

It is quite possible for a farmer to obtain 
both first and second quality silage from 
the same field in one year. The first 
cut can be allowed to reach the early 
flowering stage when it will produce second 
quality silage. e aftermath from this 
field, properly manured, will give a heavy 
cut of grass suitable for making into 
molassed first quality silage. 

If grass land is to be cut for silage, it should 
be well treated to keep it as productive 
as possible. 

Fields should be harrowed in autumn to 
remove any mat, and limed if necessary. 
To get a good flush of grass for the spring 
cut, fields should be dressed with 1 to 
2 cwt. of sulphate of ammonia per acre 
in February or March. A similar dressing 
in July or August will give plenty of grass 
for autumn cutting or, if applied to newly 
cut hay fields,-an excellent aftermath. 
If the land is in poor heart, phosphates 
should be given in addition to the first 
nitrogenous dressing. Manuring not only 
keeps the grass growing and gives higher 


in ear and the lower pods of the vetches are beginning to form. Maize silage 


yields for ensiling, it produces much 
leafier grass containing more minerals, 
protein and vitamins than grass from 
unmanured land. 


FIRST QUALITY SILAGE 
Ensile young grass by the 
Molasses method 


Making molassed silage is easy and 
requires no special knowledge. It can 
be carried out with ordinary farm labour 
and at any time, so long as it is not raining 
hard. Equipment is cheap. With 
reasonable care any farmer can convert 
young grass into this rich and palatable 
winter food. The process consists in 
packing the freshly-cut grass into a 
comparatively airtight container or silo, 
treading thoroughly and evenly as filling 
proceeds, and sprinkling each layer with 
dilute molasses. The rate of filling, 
heaviness of treading, and amount and 
strength of the molasses solution vary 
somewhat according to the condition of 
the crop. 

When a silo is a quarter full, time is 
allowed for the mass to heat properly, 


which 1t does naturally. The silo is then 
gradually filled to the top and is sealed 
over with soil. 

Immediately after settlement the silage 
is ready for feeding, though it will keep 
in the unopened silo for a year or more. 
The making of good silage depends 
essentially on proper treading and sealing. 
This controls the air present and thus che 
temperature. It also affects the produc- 
tion of lactic acid, which has a preserva- 
tive action, and is an essential factor. 
Faulty packing means bad fermentation 
and mouldy silage. 


Dilute the Molasses to 
suit the crop 


As each 4- to 6-in. layer is filled into the 
silo it must be sprinkled as evenly as 
possible with a dilute solution of molasses, 
using a pump or an ordinary watering 
can. It is immaterial whether beet or 
cane molasses is used. 

Molasses should be added at the rate of 
20 lb. per ton of crop ensiled. Estimate 
the amount of grass to be cut and allow 
20 lb. of molasses (14 gallons) for each 
ton. Mix this in a barrel with sufficient 
water to allow 3 to 5 gallons of molasses 
solution per ton. The drier the crop the 
more water should be used. 


Cut and put in Silo on the 
same day 


Young, protein-rich grass for ensiling to 
replace concentrates should be cut when 
about 6 in. high, and aftermath from hay 
at 6 to 8 in. ; 
Harvesting may be done at any convenient 
time, cutting and ensiling a little each day. 
Dull days are best. Wet and very hot 
days should be avoided, if possible. 
Cutting is done by ordinary mower, the 
grass being put together with a side- 
delivery or tipping rake, filled into bogies 
or carts, using three- or four-pronged 
forks, and carried direct to the silo. 
Sweeps may be used if the grass is long 
enough and is swept up immediately 
after cutting. A combined cutter and 
collector with a trailer is ideal. An 
elevator is a great help. 

It is advisable to harvest not less than an 
acre of grass for each filling. Fill as 
soon as possible after cutting, and 
certainly on the day of cutting. If left 
to wilt in hot weather, the grass will 
not pack easily. 


Fill the silo from different points, changing 
with each load. This ensures better 
distribution of the fodder and uniform 
settling. 

Do not fill too fast. Take time to shake 
out all grass and do not roll it over. 
This prevents air-pockets. If the crop 
is wet, fill the first layers very slowly and 
carefully. | 

When each 6-in. layer is filled, stop fork- 
ing, trample it down and then sprinkle 
it with the molasses solution. 


Treading should allow for 
condition of the crop 


Treading must be thorough and even 
over the whole surface as filling proceeds, 
and the men in the silo should walk 
round to ensure uniform packing. The 
amount of treading required, however, 
will depend to some extent on the nature 
and condition of the herbage, for the 
object is to exclude most of the air so 
that the material will warm up to the 
required degree. Wet crops pack easily, 
hence treading should not be so heavy 
as for dry material. Young, dewy grass, 
and grass cut in wet weather, should 
receive a light but even treading. 

The whole surface of the silo must be 
evenly trodden, and the centre should 
be kept higher throughout than the sides. 
If the centre is not properly trodden 
it will sink more than the sides, which 
will fall away from the walls of the silo, 
letting in air or water and resulting in 
considerable waste. This is a most 
important point, and much silage has 
been spoilt through careless treading. 

If the centre is well tramped and is kept 
up, the pressure in the silo, as the crop 
settles, will all be outwards against the 
walls. There will then be no wastage. 
This does not mean that the edge must 
not be tramped. The crop often clings 
to the silo walls and must be forced down. 
When filling at intervals, trample all 
except wet crops for 10 to I5 minutes 
last thing at night and again in the 
morning before continuing to fill. This 
assists rapid settling, gives a more com- 
pact edge, and increases the capacity 
of the silo. : 


Make sure that the Silage 
warms up properly 


After each day’s filling, the crop must 
be left to settle until it begins to heat up. 
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Wire mesh. spectal paper lining Flexible sheets 


Concrete blocks : tongued and grooved Concrete posts and paving slabs 


it will do so naturally, if filling is properly 
carried out. If it is too hot or too cold, 
the fault must be remedied before con- 
tinuing to fill. 

Dry crops heat easily and quickly and 
should not be warmer than blood-heat 
(about 100°F.) to begin with—that is, 
fhe heart of the mass should feel distinctly 
warm to the touch. If it is decidedly hot, 
too much air has been left owing to loose 
packing and serious overheating may 
follow, producing a dark brown silage, 
sometimes of very low digestibility. To 
prevent this, speed up the rate of filling 
and trample more heavily. 

Wet crops are not liable to overheat, 
and the mass should feel uncomfortably 
hot (about 120°F.) before filling is 
continued. If it is cold, as may happen 
with very wet grass, leave it for another 
day or two until it is hot enough. Then 
proceed to fill with lighter treading ; also, 
make sure that not too much water has 
been used in the molasses solution. 

If wet grass is being ensiled and one or 
two days have to be allowed for it to 
warm up, time will be saved by using 
two silos, filling on alternate days. 
This is also an advantage where a large 
crop must be harvested rapidly. 

As the correct temperature depends 
upon exclusion of air, make sure that the 
silo is reasonably airtight. The silo 
must be properly sealed and weighted 
when filled. 


Take care to seal the Silo 
thoroughly 


When the material has settled, more 
grass may be added if available in the next 
day or two. An oversilo may be used 
to give extra accommodation. 

When filling at intervals, protect the top 
between-times with a tarpaulin weighted 
down by old timber and stones, and 
tread thoroughly before adding fresh 
material. 

Should more than a fortnight have to 
elapse before fresh material can be added, 
seal off the silo. The top of the full 
silo should be dome-shaped and must 
be trodden until it is really firm. It is 
then covered with sacks or paper, followed 
by sods or earth to a depth of at least 
3 in. to form an air-seal, and weighted with 
stones, wood or other heavy materials, 
Or more soil. 

Where the silage sinks below the level of 
the silo, great care is necessary to keep 


out rain. A rough thatch to run off the 
rain is an advantage. 

After the mass has settled to its permanent 
level, which will take from 7 to Io days, 
the oversilo, if used, can be removed to 
form the lower or upper section of another 
silo. The undersilo also may be removed, 
though this exposes the stack to weather 
action, causing some waste in the outer 
layer. 

Sealed silos may be opened to receive 
fresh grass, but, if this is done, first 
strip off and discard the top 14 to 2 in. 
of material. 


Plan the work from 
day to day 


Making first quality silage need not 
interfere with the ordinary routine work 
of the farm, and can be carried out without 
employing any extra labour. 

Thus, on a dairy farm, it would only 
take 1 to 14 hours’ work to cut an acre 
of grass, and this could easily be filled 
between milkings, say, from I0 a.m. 
till noon, or from I to 3 p.m. _ Friday 
is a good day to start the work, filling 
some more on Saturday, leaving Sunday 
for the lowest layers to heat thoroughly. 
Farly in the morning, before starting 
to cut, make sure that the mass is warm- 
ing up properly. The state of the silage, 
the weather, and the wetness or dryness 
of the crop will then determine whether 
to delay filling or, if a further batch can 
be filled, whether treading should be 
light or heavy or extra water should be 
added to the molasses or not. 

Cutting an acre a day and allowing 
ample time for warming up, it will take 
only 10 to 14 days to fill a 30-ton silo. 
A farmer with 20 acres of reasonably 
good grassland should find no difficulty in 
filling one silo from half this area in spring 
and another in autumn, giving 60 tons of 
first-quality silage, or far more with 
good manuring. This can replace I0 
tons of dairy cake and, fed along with 
other home grown foods, supply all the 
food requirements of 20 cows. 


SECOND QUALITY SILAGE 


Grasses and clovers cut at the 
early flowering stages ° 


The general principles described for first 
quality silage should be adopted, but no 
molasses solution should be added as the 
crop, being more mature, contains suffi- 
cient sugary material to bring about 


the correct lactic acid fermentation. 
Reserve the molasses for the younger, 
first quality, cake-substitute, silage. The 
crop should, of course, be spread evenly 
and should be thoroughly trodden. 

It is not necessary to take so much care 
over the container and, if desired, a 
clamp or pit may be used for this type 
of silage. As it is generally more stemmy 
than the young and leafy crops used for 
first quality silage, consolidation is most 
important if the mass is not to heat 
up toomuch. Itisacommon and sound 
practice, for example, to cart over the 
mass as ensiling proceeds. In the early 
stages, however, make sure that the lowest 


_ layers do heat as described above. 


Covering over the pit or clamp 


With a suitable pit or clamp which is 
carted over, the mass can be built above 
ground to any convenient height. When 
completed, the ramps up and down which 
the carts were led are cut off, and the 
material used to top up the heap. A 
12 in. layer of soil should be used to seal 
off the surface and to weight down the 
heap. It can be kept in place by slinging 
poles or sleepers along each side, fastened 
together by wires running over the top 
of the heap. The heap should not be 
covered right over to ground level with 
soil, or the necessary weight will be lost 
and the mass will not settle properly. 


THIRD QUALITY SILAGE 


Made from mature grass or 
arable Silage crops 


Here again no molasses should be used. 
It can be made in the same way as the 
second quality silage, though some farmers 
may make this type of silage in stacks. 
Special arable land crops, such as oats 
and vetches, are often ensiled in a tower 
silo, when a cutter and blower is used. In 
the clamp or pit, where carts are led over 
the heap, these crops need not be chopped: 
but, if a low built container is used, 
difficulty will often be experienced in 
getting the right degree of consolidation 
unless the erop is chopped. | 
The disadvantage of making silage in a 
stack is the difficulty of keeping the 
temperature down and keeping outside 
waste within reasonable limits. How- 
ever, in stacks of large diameter, the out- 


side waste may be only a small proportion 
of the whole, : 

In building a stack, the walls should be 
kept upright and the sides well pulled. 
With experience it is possible to make 
good silage in a stack, but the beginner 
would be well advised to use some other 
method. 


SILOS 
A container is necessary for 
making first quality Silage 


If no container is used, there will always 
. be waste. 


Every cubic foot of waste 
means the loss of the production ration 
for about 2 gallons of milk. Further, 
the silage will not be of uniform quality 
throughout, which makes feeding more 
difficult. : 

First quality molassed silage can be made 
in any kind of container that has smooth 
walls and is reasonably air-tight. The 
size of the silo will depend on the amount 
of grass to be ensiled. As a guide, a 
dairy cow requires 3 tons of this type 
of silage for the winter, which amount 
allows for 40 lb. per day as a production 
ration sufficient for the first 2 gallons 
of milk. The average yield of grass per 
acre for one cut is, at the right stage of 
growth, 4 tons. * 4 tons of grass ensiled 
will produce 3 tons of silage. 

It is sometimes the case that a silo is made 
in at least two parts, the undersilo and the 
oversilo. The oversilo is a removable 
structure to assist in filling the silo with 
the maximum amount of crop. It is 
removed when the silage has settled. 

If no oversilo is used, the silo should be 
at least 10 ft.in depth. With an oversilo, 
the depth of the silo may be less but not 
under 5ft. The diameter where a circular 
silo is used may vary, although 15 ft. has 
proved satisfactory. 

Care must be taken, especially with 
home-made silos, to see they are strong 
enough to withstand the outward pressure. 
This only occurs during actual filling and 
ceases when settling has finished. The 
greatest strain comes at the junction of 
the silo and oversilo, or wherever the 
tiers meet. These danger points must 


have temporary additional strengthening 


from rings of strong wire or banding, 
strained as in fencing. When strong, 
rigid silos made of wood, concrete, 


brick, etc., are used, these troubles 
should not arise. Silos should be erected 
on a level, well drained site. Special drains 
are unnecessary ; but, if ensiling very wet 
grass in autumn, it is advisable to make 
a simple rubble-filled sump in the centre. 


Silos and the amounts they can hold 


The following table shows the approxi- 
mate weight of grass silage that can be 
made in silos of various sizes.

Although it usually takes about 4 tons 
of grass to make 3 tons of silage, the 
amount of silage that a silo will hold 
varies with the rate of filling. For 
example, with rapid filling a 15 ft. silo 
would hold 20 to 24 tons of fresh grass 
and this would settle finally to the half- 
way line (i.e. 5 to 6 ft.) giving 15 to 18 
tons of silage. If filled slowly and 
completely, such a silo would hold nearly 
twice as much. 

After silage has settled to its final depth it 
is important to take down the top of the 
silo to silage level to prevent rainwater 
being trapped. 


Pit or clamp Silos 


A rectangular or square shape will be 
usual when the container is of the pit 
type. A pit silo should only be used where 
the soil is suitable and there is no fear 
of seepage of water into the silage. 
Its depth should be not less than 4 feet. 
The sides should be lined with concrete, 
wood, or bricks to prevent the soil 
coming in contact with the silage, and 
should slope inwards. The corners should 
be rounded off. 

Where a pit is used, some sort of oversilo 
must be constructed, otherwise air is 
carried down as the material heaped 
above ground level settles. If filling 
is stopped at ground level, then the mass 
settles to below ground level and rain 
cannot easily be kept out. 

In calculating the size of the pit, it is 
useful to know that 1 ton of settled silage 
requires 50 cu. feet of space. Thus for 
a 20 ton pit silo 1,000 cu. feet are required, 
and the silo might be 4 ft. deep, 18 ft. 
long and 14 ft. wide. 


Storage in a clamp, and avoidance 
of Waste 


The clamp is a compromise between the 
pit and the stack, and can be adopted 
where it is not possible to go deep into 
the ground. A shallow trench is exca- 
vated and the material filled into it, and 
then built well above ground level. 
It is common practice to cart over the 
mass and finally to cut off the ramps, 
which have been used to get the carts 
on and off the mass, and which are made 
from the crop itself as filling proceeds. 
The material is used to dome up the mass 
and a layer of soil is added. This is kept 
in place by poles or sleepers slung along- 
side the heap by wires passing over the 
top. 

Unless very carefully made, the clamp 
may show excessive waste. The deeper 
the excavation possible, the nearer the 
clamp will get to the pit silo, and the more 
satisfactory it will be. 

To find the length of clamp which should 
be made when the width is 14 feet and 
the finished height (after sinking) 5 ft., 
divide the estimated green weight by 
2. Thus, if there are 10 acres of grass 
to be ensiled estimated at 4 tons green 
weight per acre: 


x 10 
4 =20 feet. 


Stack Ensilage 


Third quality silage can be made in a 
stack, and the following notes may be 
of use. Choose a sheltered site and 
prepare a dead level stack bottom. 
Cut a shallow trench to mark the circum- 
ference and to act as a guide in building 
the sides, which should be absolutely 
vertical. Tramp round the stack con- 
tinuously as building proceeds, especially 
the outside edge, which should be kept 
higher than the centre. Trim the sides 
during building and throw the trimmings 
on the top. This will keep a firm outside. 
Put a shallow layer of soil on the top and 
weight heavily. Do not forget that this 
type of silage will be a hay substitute 
and no more. To find the capacity of 
a circular stack of silage: 


Finished height x radius xradius 
20 


Other Types of Silos 


There are several excellent types of ready 
made silos in general use, and choice is 
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largely a matter of personal preference. 
It must, however, be emphasised that 
owing to shortage of wood and steel the 
supply of many of these types cannot 
meet the probable demand. However, 
silos can be made of concrete and brick, 
and there are now a large number of 
the former on the market. These are 
of the portable type and very suitable for 
the purpose. 

Many farmers have made and will make 
home-made silos from materials available 
on the farm. Corrugated iron, wire 
netting on posts, lined with waterproof 
paper, similarly lined hurdles, and existing 
buildings can all be adapted for the purpose. 


FEEDING SILAGE 
First quality Silage a concentrate 


Molassed silage made from young grass 
is a “ watered ’’ concentrate, not rough- 
age, and will replace expensive dairy 
cake. To use it as a substitute for hay 
or roots is sheer waste. 

The best silage can actually be used with 
hay for the production of 3 and even 4 
gallons of milk. Only above this would 
concentrates need to be fed. 

As a general rule, dairy cows and fattening 
stock will receive from 35 to 45 Ib. of 
silage along with other foods, although 
60 to 70 lb. or even more may be fed. to 
milking cows. The table below gives 
alternative rations that can be used for 
the production of 1 gallon of milk or 
for growth. 


An allowance of 10 Ib. of the best silage 
may be given to ewes in or with lamb, 
other sheep receiving only 2-5 Ib. second 
or third quality material a head when 
keep is short. 

Pigs may receive 2 lb. daily as a tonic, 
and breeding stock up to 15 lb., which 
will replace 2 to 3 lb. of pig meal. 


Rations, using first quality silage, each 
for 1 gallon milk or for growth (other food- 
stuff being used for maintenance). 


20 lb. first quality molassed silage. 

25 lb. clover silage. 

28 Ib. lucerne or sainfoin silage. 

10 lb. good “‘ seeds ’”’ hay. 

3} lb. beans, peas or bean- or pea-meal. 
3+ lb. coconut or palm-kernel cake. 

3} Ib. dairy cake. 

54 Ib. bran. 


Second quality Silage replaces hay 
and concentrates 


This type of silage lies midway between 
hay and cake, and can be used to replace 
some of each. It can be fed to all classes 
of stock in much the same way as first 
quality silage. 

The following rations show how to use 
this type of silage. All are of equal 
value. 

20 Ib. second quality silage. 


5 lb. hay. 


1} Ib. beans, peas, or bean and pea 
meal. 


5 lb. hay. 
1? lb. coconut or palm kernel cake. 


5 lb. hay. 
1? lb. dairy cake. 


{ 5 Ib. hay. , 
2? Ib. bran. 

A two-gallon cow, which would normally 
receive 20 lb. of hay and 7 lb. of dairy 
cake, could receive 60 lb. of silage, which 
would leave only 5 lb. of hay and 1? Ib. 
of dairy cake to be fed. If 80 lb. of such 
silage could be spared, such a cow would 
require no hay or cake, and for yields 
above 2 gallons cake could be fed. For 
store and fattening stock, 40 lb. of 
second quality silage would replace all 
the cake normally fed. It can, of course, 
be fed to other classes of stock equally 
well. 


Third quality Silage replaces hay 


This type of silage, though a valuable 
food, is too low in protein to do more than 
replace hay. The following amounts of 
silage and hay are of equal feeding value. 


22 lb. third quality silage. 

22 lb. oat and vetch, or similar arable 
silage. 

22 lb. maize silage. 

84 lb. average meadow hay. 


It is not necessary to say more about 
this quality of silage, except that it is 
a good healthy food. 

When properly made, silage has a 
yellowish or light brown colour and 
a fruity smell. It is a highly digestible, 
palatable, safe and healthy food: for all 
classes of farm stock. 

If the silage has not been overheated in 
making, it is a good source of Vitamin A, 
and will improve the colour of milk and 
butter and have a beneficial effect on 


the health of stock. Because of its 
vitamin value and richness in minerals 
and protein, the best silage is particularly 
valuable for young growing stock, which 
should be fed from the earliest age. 


Introduce Silage gradually into 
Ration 


Silage tones up animals towards the end 
of winter, and helps to bridge the change 
from indoor feeding to grass. It will 
not taint milk, if properly fed, and 
provided any uneaten material is cleaned 
from the trough before it goes rancid. 

Since the acid it contains is the same as 
that in milk (lactic acid), this has no 


harmful effect. On the contrary, the 
acid is used up in the animal’s body to 
provide energy, and there is no need to 
neutralise it by adding minerals. | 
silage should always be introduced 
gradually into the animal’s ration. In 
this way the dairy cow can be induced to 
clear up to 60 Ib. each day. 

No more fodder should be taken from the 
silo than can be consumed in one or two 
days, since it soon becomes mouldy on 
exposure. It may be removed layer 
by layer, or cut vertically, and the silo 
should be kept covered with sheeting 
to exclude rain, or with straw and sacks 
in frosty weather.

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CAKE-SUBSTITUTE SILAGE 


NO CAKE, AND SLAUGHTER?

In the 250th anniversary edition of ‘“‘Berrow’s Worcester Journal’’ 
last December, reference was made to an account of the Siege of the 
City of Worcester in 1646, in which Townshend recorded that “.. . 
A census of provisions showed that the garrison had poor resources 
to withstand a long siege... . ”’ 

To-day, many are the calls made upon farmers to provide an 
important part of the provisions needed by what may well prove to 
be the biggest garrison enduring the longest siege in history, the Siege 
of Great Britain. In addition, the maximum production of home-grown 
feeding stuffs has to be made to release shipping space for more 
aggressive materials, to safeguard our livestock and so conserve the 
important cycle of soil fertility. “The Minister of Agriculture has again 
advised farmers to make some cake-substitute silage and, further, to 
prepare for next winter by making this silage immediately. 

That Worcestershire farmers are answering this special call is 
apparent from the increasing number of enquiries being received by all 
who are aiding the National Silage Campaign in this County. Grass- 
lands have of necessity been reduced, but even from part of the 
remaining acreage at least 120,000 tons of cake-substitute silage (which 
will replace 20,000 tons of the various popular imported peace-time 
rations) can still be produced; to some, this may seem a large quantity, 
but it represents-only 40 tons of silage per farm from 3,000 farms, 
or 60 tons of silage per farm from 2,000 farms; and, it should be noted, 
this extra food-producing food when made is alrcady safely distributed 
where it will be wanted, available without coupon for use by the makers 
as and when required next winter or spring. 

The practice of silage-making in this County goes back many 
years for in “A History of Worcestershire Agriculture and Rural 
Evolution,’ R. C. Gaut records that an excellent sample of silage was 
shown at a meeting of the Worcestershire Agricultural Society in 
January, 1883; and he also mentions the making of silage from hop-bines 
in 1885, from vetches and grass in 1887, from green bracken in 1888 
and from aftermath clover (admirably weighted down with 16 in. of 
soil) in 1889; but he concludes, ‘“The practice of making silage never 
became popular i in Worcestershire and had vartaally ceased benpre the 
end of the century,” 


During the past decade, however, there has been a marked revival 
of interest in the efficient conservation of grassland herbage for winter 
use, and the inauguration of the National Silage Campaign by the 
Minister of Agriculture last June found many farmers in this County 
willing to place their knowledge and practical experience into a common 
‘silage pool.”’ 

A refresher course was held at Avoncroft College, Stoke Prior, 
near Bromsgrove from July 10th—14th, 1940, and was attended by 
many representatives of various agriculturists throughout the County ; 
several of these men are continuing to act this season as part-time 
voluntary instructors in the National Silage Campaign. ‘The training 
course was followed by a series of practical demonstrations and lectures 
on farms, at markets and elsewhere. Nearly 700 farmers attended 
the 18 farm demonstrations in Worcestershire—the first being held 
in July and the last in October—during which 173 tons of greenmeat 
from 38 acres was ensiled in different types of containers; this record 
is of interest as it shows an average yield per acre of 44 tons of herbage 
even under the dry weather conditions at that time. Reports received 
indicated that many farmers in the County intended to try and make 
some cake-substitute silage last backend and while undoubtedly a large 
and valuable tonnage was made, it must be admitted that the prolonged 
drought reduced the quantity of raw material available. Analyses 
confirmed that at least 50 per cent. of the silages examined came 
well into the cake-substitute class and it may be of interest to detail here 
the actual result obtained at one of the earliest demonstrations held 
in the north of the County last July. 4 acres of poor pasture were 
ploughed, limed, given artificials and re-seeded in the spring of 1939 
with a temporary ley mixture of 20 Ib. Italian Ryegrass, 10 lb. Perennial 
Ryegrass, 6 lb. English Red Clover and 2 lb. Rape; it came away 
well and was heavily sheeped from July 1939 until February, 1940, 
when it was shut up for hay. An early cut, which gave 30 cwt. per 
acre of excellent quality hay was taken during the first week of June 
and a dressing of 2 cwt. per acre of nitro-chalk was applied immediately 
to encourage the aftermath. This, as many Worcestershire farmers 
saw, was cut and ensiled on July 3rd and 4th, when the growth was 
about 5—10 in. long; during the two days about 18—20 tons of rich 
herbage was put into a wire-framed silo and a mixture of 1 part molasses 
to 2 parts water was added at the rate of 9 gall. of the solution per ton 
of green crop. No other first-class herbage was available for ensiling 
at that time and so this small field was shut up again for a third crop 
that season. To prevent wastage of the valuable material already in 
the silo this was covered with a good thickness of hedge-brushings 
and other stackyard roughage. The last silage cut was taken under 
very dry conditions during the last week of August, 1940, but even so 
a further 12—14 tons of useful herbage was conserved for winter use. 
It is of interest to observe that when the foot thickness of covering 
material was thrown off, all the first “‘make’’ appeared to be in perfect 
condition. After filling the silo, the “roughage buffer” was replaced, 
covered with several loads of soil and thatched. The silo was opened 
in March, 1941, and apart from some slight wastage around certain 
bulges in the wire the silage was excellent; it was a good colour, had an 
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appetizing smell and all the original ingredients of the seeds mixture 
could be recognized. A sample was sent for analysis and the report 
showed: Acidity (pH) 4°55; Dry Matter 17°00 per cent.; Crude 
Protein in the Dry Matter 18°70 per cent.—truly a cake-substitute 
stlage as only 20 lb. was needed to replace 34 Ib. of the usual dairy 
ration. Some 20 tons of this cake-substitute silage was produced from 
the two cuts off this small 4 acre field, that is from about 32 tons of 
greenmeat. The silage was fed to fattening cattle, to dairy stock, to 
horses and to pigs and all the stock consumed their rations with relish. 
That aftermath, which many thought was being “‘sacrificed’’ for silage 
saved some of the stock this spring; it was worth at least 50/- per ton 
when cut out and probably cost, all in, about 25/- per ton to make. 


All the material which was ensiled last season, however, did not 
come into the cake-substitute class and some of it would not have re- 
placed hay. Several visits were made to examine materials that had 
“gone wrong’ and in most cases excessive waste had been caused 
through bad topping-up. It may seem rather a nuisance to have to 
manhandle several cartloads of soil up on to the top of your silo but 
you would not think twice about the trouble if you were earthing up 
your Anderson Shelter! Again, some people used rather more of the 
molasses solution than was desirable for the crops they were ensiling. 
The chief faults in silage making, with their causes, and remedies are 
admirably summarized in the Ministry’s ““Growmore Leaflet’ No. 50, 
entitled ““How to Judge the Feeding Value of Silage” and the table is 
reproduced below :—

If a ton of cake-substitute silage had been made for every word 
written about silage in recent years present stock-feeding problems 
would be the least of our war-time worries. For the “‘new readers’ 
of silage literature perhaps the following ‘Silage Quiz’’ will enable 
them easily to extract the answers to their own particular questions 


and help them successfully to make, probably for the first time, some 
cake-substitute silage :— 


CROPS FOR CAKE-SUBSTITUTE SILAGE. 


Why should I make Silage? High-quality silage is a substitute 
for the cake which is becoming increasingly difficult to obtain. 


What crops make cake-substitute silage? Young grass, clover, 
lucerne, sainfoin ‘and young leafy leys. 


How often can grass be cut for silage? Usually twice, once in spring 
or early summer and once in the autumn. This year it will pay you 
to make as much as possible, so “cut and cut again”’ should be the rule. 


Will autumn grass make as good silage as spring grass? Yes; if the 
growth is young there will be little difference. 


How much grass and silage can I get from each acre? From land 
in good heart 4 tons of herbage per cut, to give 3 tons of silage per 
filling. 

How can I grow more grass? Apply 13—2 cwt. per acre of sul- 


phate of ammonia or equivalent nitrogen fertilizer about a month 
before each cut is required. 


How can I pick up shorttsh grass cut with a mowing machine? Use 
a side-delivery rake or the ordinary drop rake; rake two or three swathes 
into one and fill into carts using 4-pronged forks. Sacking or canvas 


fixed behind the knifebar would help to collect the herbage into small 
heaps. 


How much do I cut for each day’s filling? Not less than 1 acre, 
and not more than will fill a silo to a depth of 3—4 ft. of a wet crop, 
or 6 ft. of dry. Cut and fill direct, and do not allow the crop to wilt. 


SILOS AND SILO MAKING. 


Is a stlo necessary? A container, purchased or improvised, is 
desirable. 


What are the main points in erecting a silo? Follow the maker’s — 


instructions carefully. Make sure that the site is dead level where 
the silo-wall will rest. 


Is a drain necessary in the bottom of the silo? No, but in wet 
weather a small rubble-filled soak-away in the centre is advisable. 

What ts the best type of silo to use? ‘The container should be 
reasonably air-tight and strong enough to withstand outward pressure; 
choice is largely a matter of personal preference and supply but you 
should order your container at once. 

Can I tmprovtse a suitable container on the farm? Yes. 18 wooden 
sheep hurdles set up on end, supported by three bands of fencing wire 
and lined with waterproof paper will make an excellent silo 15 ft. in 
diameter. An oversilo can be made in the same way and wired on to 
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the bottom silo. Sheep, pig, chain-link, rabbit or poultry-run netting 
can also be used. Make a 15 ft. diameter circle with 10-14 twelve-foot 
posts and set the netting inside; line with waterproof paper and brace 
with fencing wire every 15 in., supporting the whole framework with 
two rings of fencing wire outside. A ring of galvanized sheets, the 
bottom six inches let into the ground, placed together with two of the 
corrugations overlapping and suitably braced with wire outside also 
makes a good and simple improvised container. 


Can I make good silage in a pit andinaclamp: Yes, but you must 
avoid danger of water seeping in and spoiling the silage even if the 
pit is lined with puddled clay or concrete; side and bottom drains are 
essential except on gravel or chalk, and so is an oversilo. A grain-pit 
could be used if the walls are smoothed so that the material will not 
hang. 

Can I make cake-substitute silage in a stack? No. It is very 
difficult to stack young herbage and almost impossible to tread evenly 
and thoroughly enough, especially at the edges. At least a quarter 
of the contents are lost owing to edge waste, and overheating of the 
remainder causes heavy loss in digestibility and food value. 


MAKING CAKE-SUBSTITUTE SILAGE. 

What 1s the best weather for silage making? Dull days are best 
but silage can be made in any kind of weather except that very dry, 
hot days and very wet days should be avoided. 


What are the main points in making cake-substitute silage: Ensile 
only the best material, young leafy herbage, preferably in a container. 
Carefully tease out the crop when filling to prevent air-pockets and 
tread evenly and thoroughly, adding the molasses solution on each 
layer and sealing off efficiently. 


Why 1s molasses added? As a sugary food for the bacteria which 
produce the desirable lactic-acid fermentations; young leafy crops do 
not contain enough sugar; mature, stemmy crops—which will only 
make hay-substitute silage—are richer in sugar and need no molasses. 


How can I apply molasses and how much do I want? Dissolve 
overnight 8 gall. of molasses in from 12—16 gall. of water in a large 
barrel; this should be sufficient for from 4—5 tons of herbage, that 
is the produce from 1 acre. A gallon of molasses weighs about 
13 lb. Sprinkle the solution evenly on each 4—4 in. layer as ensiled, 
using a pump or an ordinary watering can. Very young material and 
herbage rich in clover need rather more molasses, as also do lucerne 
and sainfoin; for these mix 12 gall. of molasses in from 12—2¢4 gall. of 
water (according to the dryness of the crop) and this mixture should 
be sufficient for from 4—5 tons of herbage, the produce say from 
1 acre. 


Do I need a permit to purchase molasses? 'Two forty-gallon barrels 
for silage making can be purchased without permit and these should 
be sufficient to make the solution for the produce of one cut from 
10 acres; additional quantities can be obtained by permits issued 
from the offices of the War Agricultural Executive Committee. If 
you haven’t got your molasses, order immediately... Ds 
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Do you tread all crops in the same way? The object of treading is 
to exclude most of the air so that the material will heat properly. 
Long grass needs more treading than short grass. Wet crops pack 
easily and treading should not be so heavy as for dryer material. 
Young, dewy grass, and grass cut in wet weather should receive only 
a light but even treading. 


What 1s the right temperature to try and get? For normal crops 
80° to 100°F. For very wet crops the temperature may be allowed 
to rise to 120°F. otherwise the water present may reduce the temperature 
of the lower layers during making. 


How do I get the crop to heat up to these temperatures: After filling 
not more than 3—4 ft. depth of wet grass or up to 6 ft. of dryer material 
leave the mass to settle and heat up; it will heat up naturally overnight 
if the filling has been properly carried out. If it feels too cold to the 
touch leave it for one or two days longer and then continue with rather 
lighter treading; if the mass feels too hot to the touch fill faster with 
heavier treading. 


FILLING AND FINISHING OFF. 

How long can I leave between fillings? Generally not more than 
4—-5 days, otherwise the top is apt to become mouldy; if this should 
happen fork off the mouldy layer before proceeding to fill. Should 
a week-end intervene between fillings, and in rainy weather, cover the 
top with a tarpaulin. A “buffer” of hedge-brushings and other rough- 


age often prevents the good material from being damaged if filling has 
to be discontinued for a time. 


Suppose I have to leave it for a fortnight or longer? Seal off the 
silo but with lighter weighting than usual; put a good “buffer layer”’ 
of any convenient roughage on top. When ready to go on remove 
this and proceed. 


How can I enstle a large crop quickly ?) Use two or more silos and 
hill these on alternate days, thus allowing ample time to heat up. For 
the crop from an average 20 acre field you would need two 30 ton 
capacity silos (allowing a yield of 3 tons of silage per acre) and these 
should be filled in turn. When filling at intervals trample all except 
wet crops for 10—15 minutes last thing at night and again before 
continuing to fill. This assists rapid settling, gives a more compact 
edge and increases the capacity of the container. Most silos can 
be removed after settlement is complete if needed for use elsewhere. 


How do you finish off and seal a silo? Complete filling with the 
centre about 4 ft. higher than the edges, and tread the top well for 
about ten minutes. Put a “buffer” of roughage on top to minimize 
waste; cover with old sacking or used paper sacks and then with a good 
layer of soil well weighted down; the soil can be thrown up from a 
cart or sent up in sand or similar bags. 


When and why do you remove the oversilo? ‘Top sections can be 
removed as soon as settlement is complete, generally about a fortnight 
after sealing off; this prevents a well forming and collecting rainwater 
which may penetrate the seal and spoil the silage; a rough thatch to 
run off rain is an advantage. 
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Can the undersilo also be removed? Yes, after settlement is com- 
plete if you wish to make more silage elsewhere; wastage of the exposed 
outer silage layer can be reduced by covering with waterproof paper 
held on with binder twine. 

Can I make more silage on top of a settled mass? Yes. Remove 
seal and “‘buffer’’, put on an oversilo and fill the fresh crop in the 
usual way. 


FEEDING THE CAKE-SUBSTITUTE YOU HAVE MADE. 

When 1s stlage ready for feeding? It can be fed immediately settling 
is complete, that is generally within from 10—14 days. 

How long will silage keep? If in a good seal it will keep for many 
months but the seal should be examined periodically and cracks 
stopped up. Exposed silage will go mouldy in a few days and no 
more should be removed at a time than can be fed within say two 
days. 

How 1s silage taken out of the silo for feeding: Strip off as much 
of the seal as is necessary, discard any waste and either fork off the 
silage in layers or cut the mass vertically with a hay-knife, cutting 
alternately from each face. 

How much silage will a cow eat? Introduced gradually into the 
ration a cow will easily clear 60 lb. per day and up to 150 lb. per day 
has been fed. 

How much cake-sutstitute silage will produce a gallon of milk? 
20 lb. of the best grass silage; 25 lb. of clover silage and 28 lb. of 
lucerne silage. 

How much dairy cake should this silage replace? 6 tons of cake- 
substitute silage—the produce of one cut from 2 acres—should replace 
1 ton of balanced dairy cake. 

I have 20 milking cows; how much silage should I make? As much 
as you possibly can. Each acre of reasonably good pasture should 
provide enough silage to keep one cow for the six winter months. 
You would want 60 tons of cake-substitute silage as the mainstay of 
your ration (equivalent to 10 tons of dairy cake) and this fed along 
with other home-produced foods should supply all the requirements 
of your 20 cows. With two silos, filling one in the early summer and 
one in the autumn you should be able to make this quantity from 
20 acres of grassland, or even from less land adequately manured. 

Is the acid in cake-substitute silage harmful to stock? No. It 1s 
the same acid as that in sour milk (lactic acid) and is used up in the 
animal’s body to provide energy. 

Has cake-substitute silage any vitamin value? Yes. Well made 
silage is a good source of vitamins, especially vitamin A. It improves 
the colour of milk and butter and has a beneficial effect on the health 
of the stock especially towards the end of a hard winter. | 

Can I feed this silage to other stock? Yes. While dairy stock 
may be the most important class to feed it to in wartime, fattening 
cattle, sheep, horses, pigs and poultry could receive relatively large 
rations of silage. 

A vast quantity of cake-substitute silage must be made by farmers 
throughout the country during the next few months to produce more 
stock food for next winter. Many containers are on the market but 
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even these may not be sufficient to hold the millions of tons called for; 
Worcestershire farmers are therefore advised to order their selected 
silos, and all the molasses they will require for the season immediately. 
In the general speeding-up of wartime production the remaining 
grasslands can—and must—play an even bigger part; surely it will be 
better temporarily to punish the fields and keep them, than to be 
apathetic and lose them? Do not worry if you lose a few clovers; 
as long as you do not lose the field, you can put even better clovers 
back in the happier days to come! It 1s not too late to apply sulphate 
of ammonia—or any other equivalent nitrogenous fertilizer you may 
be able to get hold of—now, even though you expect to cut your crop 
in the near future. Late applications can be made with little or no 
appreciable damage to the standing crop and will enrich the first 
cut, giving in addition a much heavier and probably earlier aftermath, 
especially if you avoid setting the knife too low the first time. 


If you really have not enough grassland to spare, or we happen to 
strike an adverse season you can probably plan a useful catch-crop to 
augment the material for your silos. Italian ryegrass is a wonderful 
war-time worker; used alone it speedily establishes itself and will provide 
an abundance of leafy protein-rich herbage within about three months 
of sowing. Cereals, and most of the special arable silage mixtures 
can be undersown with say from 12—14 Ib. of Italian ryegrass and 
2 Ib. of trefoil to provide valuable autumn herbage for ensiling before 
the ploughs come again; and after the early potatoes are lifted there is 
still time to take a catch-crop of Italian ryegrass with vetches or even 
with rape. Some of the pastures still visible from the roadsides could 
be made much more productive in the next few months if they were 
ploughed, limed, given some artificials and re-seeded immediately 
with any suitable and available seeds mixture, such as 20 Ib. of Italian 
ryegrass and a few pounds of broad red clover. 

I am not unaware of the labour difficulties but many members 
of the Women’s Land Army helped to produce cake-substitute silage 
last season and are ready to do so again; a silage-making competition 
has been arranged for members of Young Farmers’ Clubs and this 
suggests an additional labour force in some parts of the County. ‘The 
practice of silage-making, however, is less of a rush job than haymaking 
and it might be observed that you can get on with your silage work 
during ‘‘double-summer-time”’ while you are waiting for the hay to 
get fit. Cutting and filling only an acre a day, and allowing ample 
time for warming up, you can still make your 30 tons of silage during 
the space of a fortnight without unduly interfering with the ordinary 
routine work of the farm. 

Your farm to-day is a factory in the front line; it is doubtless pro- 
ducing more food for the beleagured garrison than ever before ; but 
is it working to capacity ? Is it impossible to find that “‘silage field”’ 
on each farm? I am convinced that there is still at least one field 
left on most of the farms in Worcestershire which could, in this emer- 
gency, be cut twice, if not three times this season to provide a large 
proportion of next winter’s protein rations for the stock left in the 
County. Is your “‘silage field’ helping to save your stock? If not, 
have another look at the heading to this article.

I visited Droitwich on Thursday Sept 4th., for the pur- 
pose of ‘reporting’ the M of I., exhibition. After considerable 
difficulty I located the exhibition-hall, only to find on arriv- 
ing there, at about 7o'clock, that the exhibition had closed for 
the night.I am not therefore able to report specifically on the 
lines suggested in your memorandum. However, my time was not al- 
together wasted; I pursued an independent line of enquiry, the 
result of which you may find useful to you. 

Briefly this is what I found:- 


1. That of nine people in the immediate vicinity of the exhibi- 
tion-hall (two of whom were in rooms adjacent to the hall), 
only one person was aware of the exhibition). 


This person (an industrialist), had visited the exhibition. 
He expressed the following opinions:- 

t . That the exhibition was a'flop! 

b). It lacked enterprise, and was in fact nothing more 


than a poster campaign. 
Attendances, he said, were consistently poor, and those who 
did attend were chiefly elderly women. 


That there was a complete absence of advertising on the hoar- 
dings and in the local press. 


I rather hoped that I might have been able to get down 
to Droitwich again before the exhbbition closed, but unfortunatéty 
I was not able to do so owing to the pressure of my work. I regret 
that I have not been able to give some more materially useful 
service.

MASS-OBSERVATION PROPOSALS FOR A 


STUDY OF A LONDON SUBURB 


1. There are two quite distinct possibilities: 


ai to study a "typical" suburb - i.e. one of the many London 
Suburbs which present superficially very similar chara- 
cteristics, For this purpose rulham is a good example, and 
has irequently been used by M-O for various studies under 
the name "Metrop", We have a good deal of incidental infor- 
mation scattered through our files on a number of aspects of 


opinion and activity there, which could be brought together 
and uséd in conjunction with a new survey, 


to study a suburb which is in some way difierent from other 
suburbs and trom su: rounding ones, 


In studying a typical suburb, we should be studying a very loes#ty 
knit community which would probably show a very similar pattern 

to a suburb of any large town, From a sociological point of view 
sucha survey would have considerable value, But the series into 
which it is suggested the survey should fit is concerned with small 
distinctive communities. It is therefore worth considering the 
advantages of a suburb with certain distinctive features, not typ- 
ical, but closer to what is generally meant by "community" than 

are many of the “typical” suburbs. 


Two possibilities present themselves; 


a. a purely working class area, Where people are poor enough 
they may stay in the same district of a city for generations, 
among other reasons because they cannot afford to move, 

An Bast-End borough such as *tepney has q very distinctive 
communal life, and in many ways is very suitable for study 
as a London community, though scarcely 'typical’. The dis- 
advantage here is that in London it is the working class 
communities which have been worst aifected by air-raids ¢tc, 
and are least suitable for study at the moment, 


an area to which people come ‘by choice’ rather than by 
chance. This no doubt only applies to certain strata. in. 

any borough - the unskilled working class are probably there 
by necessity rather than choice in the majority,of cases any- 
where, But there are a number o: arcas which have a tradition 
of containing certain sorts of people - Kensington, Chelséa

F xtract letters and records which have to be retained, tie a piece of string round them in a 
bundle and store them away, using the folders for immediate filing. 

Pins, paper clips and sta ples should be removed from documents before they go into the waste 
paper bins. It costs one firm in the waste paper trade £30,000 per annum to extract such metal 
objects, and pay for the damage done by them when they have got into the pulping machines. 
Most users of blotting paper waste large quantities. T he common habit is to take a full sheet 
and fold it in four. This is very wasteful. It is much better to cut it to pieces size 2# x 8? in. 
and pad them in the corner by one stitch from a stapling machine. 

Always use old paper, ‘spoils’, etc., for making memos and calculations, and the back of in- 
coming letters for carbon copies of replies.

l. What is the London Women’s Parliament ? 


Why a “ Women’s Parliament ’’? Because women have learned that unity is strength 
and that together they can achieve what would be impossible for them as individuals. 
The Women’s Parliament is a movement which co-ordinates the work of many 
organisations and groups of women and helps them to play their full part in the 
winning of the war. It is definitely not a separate organisation with members. To 
set up a new organisation would mean diversion of effort, and the Parliament seeks 
to unite and not to divide. It: enables representatives of existing organisations to 
get together and forge a policy to deal with problems common to them all. The 
solution of these problems will be found only in the pooling of ideas, in.- joint 


planning, and in concerted action. Recognition of this fact inspired the birth of the 
Women’s Parliament. 


2. What is the strength & size of the 
Parliament? 


At the Third Session in June, 1942, one year after the formation of the Parliament, 
there were 983 delegates representing at least 500,000 London women. 

As a result of the war women are faced with numbers of bewildering new problems 
in their day to day lives, and the strength of the Parliament hes in the fact that it 
gives opportunities for discussion on practical solutions, and that it does genuinely 
represent the opinions of its supporters. 


3. Is i¢ feminist 2? 


By no means. The Parliament wants women to work together with men in winning 
the war. Men’s help is appreciated and their advice welcomed in the belief that only 
by sharing their responsibilities can men and women achieve victory together. 


4. Does the Parliament owe allegiance to 
any political Party? — 


No, such allegiance would be against the whole principle of the Parliament, which 
seeks to provide an open platform for all sections of opinion amongst women. 


5. What does the Parliament GO ? 


At intervals it holds Sessions—that is, conferences of elected delegates called together 
for the purpose of discussing specific issues and deciding on the action to be taken. 
The subjects are always chosen according to their importance in the winning of the 
war and the defeat of Fascism. Delegates are sent by all the organisations that 
support the Parliament—professional organisations, Trade Union branches, factories, 
Co-operative Guilds, Housewives groups, Civil Defence units, political parties, welfare 
workers, nurses’ and teachers’ groups. Each Session shows a steady increase in 
the number of organisations represented. All have one commen purpose: to win the 
war in ‘he shortest possible time. The policy decided on at these Sessions forms the basis 
for consiructive action all over London and sets an example to other towns and areas. 


Wide na‘ional questions have been taken up, such as wartime nurseries, play centres, 
dependant’s allowances, training of women, and the principle of equal pay for equal 
work and equal compensation; recruitment of women into industry and the Services, 
all of which bear a close relation to women’s part in production and the winning of 
the war. At all sessions the Parliament directs the attention of those present to the 
organisations from which they come, the Trade Unions in particular, as the medium 
through which activity can best take place. 


- In addition the Parliament recently organised a Win-the-War Contest, in which thousands 
of London women took part, with the aim of increasing production, collecting salvage, 
saving fuel and cutting out waste and absenteeism, increasing Trade Union membership 
—in short, to stimulate women generally in their efforts for victory. The Contest 
culminated in a big Rally at the Kingsway Hall, when the winning teams and individuals 
were awarded prizes, thus inspiring others to still greater efforts. 
Plans are at present being made to hold a public exhibition in the West End on 
“Women’s Fight Against Fascism.” A meeting of women’s organisations is being 
called on the Beveridge Report, its meaning for women and what can be done 
to put it into operation. And one of the Parliament’s most important tasks is that 
of tackling the question of Health as it affects women and children. It is calling a 
conference of people connected with wartime nurseries—nursing, teaching and domestic 
staff, doctors, welfare representatives from boroughs and factories, parents and borough 
councillors—to discuss the question of health in the nurseries. In addition, the 


Parliament is taking up the vital questions of maternity accommodation in hospitals, 
and ante- and post-natal care in general. 


6. How does the Parliament work ? 


There. is an Organising Committee of forty members who were nominated by the 
supporting organisations and elected at the session. This committee is composed 
entirely of women who. are doing some kind of. war work, and its members include 
a nurse,.a bus conductorette, a -welfare supervisor, a cantéen manageress, a civil 
servant, several borough councillors and factory.: workers. 

There is also .a Finance Committee, and a small Working Committee, “$hiich is 
responsible for seeing that the decisions of the Organising Committee are’ earned out 
through the full-time crganiser and voluntary helpers. 


7. What are its sources of income? | 


As. the Parliament is not a separate organisation (for reasons . already explained), ’% 

has no membership fees which would ensure a steady income. It therefore calies 
entirely on its supporters and on those who realise the vital importance of the work 
it-is doing.. Without a regular income this. work is handicapped. If the Parliament 
were to be placed on a sounder financial footing it would be able to enlarge the scope 
of its work and bring yet more women into the struggle for. victory. It is ‘admitted 
that there. is still a:serious shortage of labour in this country.. The ‘Women’s Parliament 


can do much to eliminate this shortage. If you agree with its’ aims and. objects, will 
you give it your financial support? ’ . ; 


8. What of the future? 


By taking their. share of. the responsibilities : ‘brought -by the war; the women of 
Britain are once again proving their right to an equal status in. society and’ equal 
opportunities. with.men, and their ability. to share in the building ‘of: the future world: 
And .as_ they become more conscious of their responsibilities; so they become 
increasingly aware of the need for unity. They realise that their organisations must 
speak with one voice to overcome: the obstacles- that: lie in their path and. to make 
their drive for victory 100 per cent effective. Co-ordination is essential. The London 
Women’s Parliament provides - othe snspiyation and the co- -ordinating factor. ©
